ENGLAND. 
London, .June -4 — 'Pliu iiieiiibers of 
the GladatouB niinwtry wuiit to Windsor 
Caatlo to-day and delivirod up thoir seals , 
of office. 

London, June 24.— Sir Henry Drum- j 
mond Wolff, at prenent iiiemhor of psr- ' 
liament for Purtamuuth, will go to Cairo 
forthwith, as envoy extraordinary aad 
miniater plonipoteiitiary with the rank of 
privy ciuincillor. 

London, June 22. — Tiio incident of the 
Qiiocn'a enlnmce upon tlie f orly-nintli 
^ear of her rQixiii did not have given to ] 
it the leader in a single London paper. ' 
The statement that Pritjcu Henry of Unt- 
tonburg ia to bo invested with tlie <;artor 
completes the diRguat which nil fuel uvor 
hia selection aa tlio hiisbiiiid of E'rincess 
Beatrice, and the pur^onai attitude of the 
people towaid the Queen was never be- 
fore quite Bu distinctly critical, not to say 
unfriendly, as now. 

London, June 24. — Mr. Charles Warren 
Adams and Miss Mildred Coleridije, 
daunhter of Lord Colcridfro, chief justice 
of England, were married to-day at the 
reaidence of the bride'a matornal uncle 
■who was the offlciatfng clergyman. The 
marriage was private. Lord Coleridge 
was asked by hia daughter to' attend her 
wedding but ha refused. No other mem- 
ber of the family of Lord Coleridge was 
invited. Itivitatioiia wero, however, ia- 
aued to and accepted by all the family of 
Lady Coleridge, and all were present at 
the wedding.

Till: CANAL TOLLS. 

About two years ai,'o tha legislature af 
the state of New York iibulishod nil the 
canal tolls within its jurisdiction, the ob- 
ject of that step boiny to socuro tiio pas- 
sage of the grain raised in the western 
states down the Erie canal and Uudsoii 
river, and, if possible, to injure the St. 
Lawrence route and Montreal as the port 
of shipment. The result of the move ia 
soon in tho liu'ije deputation which ar- 
rived at Ottawa on the 12th inal. from 
Montreal and other places to interview 
the minister of railways on tho matter. 
The facts and arguments which tho gon- 
tlonion composing the deputation produce 
make it aljundantly evident that unless 
tho char(:;s3 upon tho grain passinir 
throui^h Uaiiadii are rediiuetl tho St 
Lawrence roulo will bu very seriously in- 
jured. The Erie canal ra'.ea, as co-npared 
with the St. Lawrence, rantiea from a 
cent te a cent and a hi.lf a bushel. Ocean 
steamers trading to Montreal depend 
largely upon gram for a return cargo and 
the freiyhta tu-day are below a paying 
basis and cannot, therefore, be further 
reduced while tho transportation charges 
from -Kingston to Montreal permits of a 
decrease uf only one-eighth uf a cent tu 
reach a ncn-paying fiEjure. In view of 
these facta tho only reduction that ia pos- 
sible IS un the guvormnent charges in the 
shape of canal tull.s, whiirfage dues and 
elevator charges. Tho deputation there- 
fore ask that tho Domuiii>n governmonl 
to abolish those tolls, amounting to one- 
hhlf cent a bushel on grain. The case 
thus presented ia a moat formidable one. 
It was stated that there are fifty barges 
lying idle at King-stun; that not a vessel 
on liio upper latea is paying running ox- 
ponsos, and that the Allan and Dominion 
lines of ocean steamers aro losing tluiu- 
sanda of dollars every trip. The Allan 
line is compelled to run its vessels owing 
to the fact that it has the mail contract, 
while tho Duininioii line hu.s changed the 
sailings from weekly to fortnightly. If the 
companies cannot get grain as retu;-n cargo 
it means they will either have to increase 
tho rates upon other descriptions of 
freight or abandon the St. Lawrence route 
in favor of American ports Evidently 
Mr. Pope was impressed with the state- 
ments made and promised to speedily lay 
the matter before his Cblleagues. There 
is little doubt that aunie relief will lie 
granted, and even if it only be a quarter 
of a cent a bushel tho change may be suf- 
ficient. The deputation, however, want 
the government to "go the whole hog," 
believing that this alone will place them 
OD an equality with American shippers. 

TRIAL BY NEWSPAPER. 

We have the greatest possible respect 

for the judges of the supreme court of 
this pruvuiL-e \Vu knowtlioni to bo hon- 
eat, capable and fearless — zealou.'i in tho 
discharge of their dutioj and iii>'st con- 
siderate and goutlemaiily cm all uccasinns 
and at all times. But the high enteeni in 
which the fioneh is held throughout the 
length and breadth of the province will 
not act as a bar to our saying that Mr. 
Justice Crease, in reforring to tho liibbs 
case yesterday, went eut of his way to 
attack the [ireaa for publishing facts and 
incidents relating to tho alleged defaulter 
— obtained, partly, through associated 
piesa d'.spatohea and partly through the 
enterprise of local reporters. His lord- 
ship referred to press comments on llie 
case aa a ''trial by newspaper." This, 
assuredly, is an absurd deduction, since 
Bibbs is not on trial here at all. Thy 
judge is merely called on to construe tho 
extradition treaty and either discharge the 
prisoner or hand him over to the Ameri- 
can officers for conveyance across the line. 
Does iMr. Justice Crease mean that any- 
thing that has appoared in the press on 
the subject is calculated to iullueiice him 
for or against the prisoner/ If Mr. Mibbs 
was to be tried by a jury in this province 
Mr. Justice Crciise's ruinarkj might be 
pertinent; but even then tliey would be 
open to question, *f(ir if a newspaper is 
not to deal with mattera of fact, its pro- 
vince would become so circumscribed that 
iti value as a news medium would bu nil. 
We disagree iti Mo with the learned judge 
and if an issue is tu occur between ttie 
Bench and the Pret-a it might as well 
spring frr:rn the Hiblis case as any other. 
Tlvt ColonUl will nut be deterred from 
publishing every particle uf news relating 
to the case that may come under its no- 
tice. 



CANNED GOODS. 

The bill reapeclirig canned Lojds has 
been sent down from tho senate to the 
oommiins. The measure provides that 
oaniiud gouds shall have the packer's 
name or dealer's name stamped on the 
package, and that tho cans ur packages 
shall specify tho nature of tho cDiiteiits — 
whether they be froah ur dried goods. If 
a raanufr-cturer or dealer places un the 
cane a mark repru.'ionting them to be u 
certain weight it must be the correct 
weight; and if the manufacturer puts on 
a date tho correct date must be givoti. 
Tho bill does out, however, eonipei the 
manufacturer to give the date or weight. 
Some niiBapproheiisiun lias been fidl on 
this latter point by pruduocrs uf canned 
goods in tho west, they being under the 
inipro.ision that the bill made it uom- 
pulaory to date the goods; but it will be 
aeon that their misapprehonsioii has ariBon 
solely from the fact that they have not 
carefully read tho bill. As originally 
drafted and sent up tu the senate there 
was a provision in the measure tu the 
effect that the governor in council, after 
the bill is in operation, should ascertain 
and determine a standard aize for the va- 
rious kinds of canned goods, to be known 
by nuTiibor, so that dealers might sell 
gouds of those standard sizes by nuiiibcrs. 
For some reason or other, however, the 
lords in their wisdom struck out tho pro- 
vision, and it has not yet been decided 
whether it shall be reinstated.

Our ropn;hL'Utativi;s have iissiiluous- 
ly pressed on the goveruuipnt the uuoessity 
of passiug tho imuiigralion bill thi.s year, 
and in their endeavors they have received 
strong i'.:;i;ii;tauoe Ihii: v.-eok in the :;'i.-,-pt;ou 
of tho anti-Chinese rusolutiuns passed at 
tho public meeting lu our city. Tho eastern 
press has again taken up the matter warmly 
and some have published tho resolutions in 
full. Those outspoken oxpreasioiis of pub- 
lic sentimeot have undoubtedly done a great 
(leal towards inducing tho goverumout to 
proceed with the measure. 

rUE EVIL TIMES. 

It ia a regretful circumstance that our 
esteemed evening contemporary of the 
Times contiuues to publish the advertise 
mont of a notorious establishment which 
it describes as an "hotel" when, in real- 
ity, it is a bagnio of tho most disreinitable 
and disgraceful charactor, well known to 
be such by tho editors of the Times. Only 
last March (see Times of that date) the 
house was presented to tho bonch uf 
luagistratos as a house where wore hold 
Sunday balls that were attended by lewd 
men and lowdor women who carried their 
wild orgies into Sunday morning; yet the 
Times — which made such loud promises 
of respectability in its lirat number — has 
not hesitated to advertise it daily as a 
"pleasant and healthful resort Foil fa.mi- 
i.iKs;" and no later than Tuesday even- 
ing, ill a loiter signed "Traveler" (but 
which bore unmistaki'ahio signs of having 
been written in the Time-i ollice) held it 
up aa a reputable [ilace of public resort. 
To residents of Victoria who are aware of 
the reputation of the "liotul" nothing need 
be said. Thoy shun it as they would a 
pestilence; but strangers— lady and gen- 
tleman tourists who aro supposed to be 
ignorant of tho true cliaiiieter of the 
''hotel," are liable to be iiii.iled by the ad- 
vertisomont and article in the Timus and 
may suddenly find themselves inmates of 
a hou.^o of illfame! To palliate its dtfencu 
the Tunes ([uoti.'s from .an advertisement 
that appeared two years and a-half ago in 
The Coluiii.'it. Now, we are willing to ad- 
mit that the resurrected advertusoment 
should not have appearod; but how is tho 
uffonco of the Times palliated by tho sin 
of The Colonial 1 Do two wrongs make a 
right ( Does an error committed by this 
journal two and-a half years ago excuse a 
tiiult of the Times tu-day — or, rather, 
every day for the past three iiioiithsf One 
is not surprised to learn that the publica- 
tion of the od'ensive advertisement has 
had a baneful effect on our contemporary 
Its "five-cent bawling circulation" has 
almost ceased and tho paper is now prac- 
tically unsaleable on tho streets.

In rcHpi'ct to Ire 
land he said lie deairei! for Lhat coun- 
try the same forms of good govern- 
ment as for England. He urged Eng- 
land to give Ireland the same munici- 
pal and imperial franchise as enjoyed 
by themselves. lingliKlnnen, lie said, 
liavo no conception of the ini])erfection 
of municipal government or the mean- 
ing of tUe grand jury system or ariev 
auces imposed u|>on the people of Cork, 
Limerick, and lielfust. The people are 
compelled to obtain the sanction of 
England for every Hiiiall privatt! bill 
affecting local iikeresl.s.

Continuing he said that dcs[iite 
cfae exceptional dcpre.s.-iion in busines.s 
he ventured to .slate tluiL Mnglaiur.s 
geiHiral tnule wa.s niDfc prusperou-s t.linii 
that of any country iu the world. 
Comparing the trade of Euglaiid with 
that of America, Mr. Chanibprlain read 
extracts from tlie reports of Mr. Mo- 
C'ulloch, r(;cently American Secretary 
of the Treasurv, on AiniM'ican overpro- 
duction, aiiil ri'fiMTfd to tlie marked 
increase of failures in America as com- 
pared with the decrtia.se in England, 
and quoted from a ooiniiiorcial agency 
leport on the reduction of wages to 
show the disadvantages of the protec- 
tive system. 1'he sliippiiii! trade, ho said, 
was almost entirely in the hands of 
English sliipowners. 'I'he American 
iron trade is uio.st lieavily protei.'ted, 
yet there are in that country SO.UOO 
unemployed iron workers. The English 
boot aud shoe trade is also increasing 
and has driv(;n Americnn and French 
goods from every neutral market, the 
American traders being burdened by 
heavy duties on leather. Even on 
clocks and watches, which are consid- 
ered indigenuoug to America, our ex 
ports to the United States nearly equal- 
ed the imporiH to England, while in the 
British colonies and elsewhere Eiigli.sh 
goods arejiusliiny Amcricim goods out 
of the markets. 

In regard to the woolen traiie Mr. 
Chamijcrlain stated that ihciu; was no 
reason on earth whv .America should 
not compete with England except for 
the high larifT. In America the nuiii- 
of persons employer! Inis decreased and 
wages have fallen '2i'> to 'AO per cent. 
American ex|iorts had largely tlecn as- 
td, while English e.\|)orts of textile 
and woolen falirics to American have 
doubled. The tax on corn imposed by- 
France had a baneful effect on farming. 

Turning to politics Mr. Chamberlain 
said he could conceive no nobler nor 
more genial task of a reformed Parlia- 
ment than to carry ouo the legislation 
ex|)ounded by fciir Charles Dilke. It 
must also deal with the obstructions of 
Parliamentary business, which resulted 
in saddling the government with |)etty 
details that ought to be referred to 
other bodies. What was wanted va.s a 
deep rooted discontent wliich is lIk^ 
natural result ut' one nation trying to 
interfere with and control tin; tlomcstic 
life and social economy of another, 
whose genius and requirements are not 
understood. He looked to the new Par- 
liament to uccoiiiplish this great work, 
which was tlie only hope to pacify Ire- 
land and maintain the strength and in- 
tegrity of the Empire. 

The spepche.s of Mr. Chamberlain 
and Sir Charles Dilke will, it is 
thought, make a great sensation. They 
are regarded as a direct bid by the 
Radicals for an Irish alliance against 
both Whigs and Tories. 

Lord Colcrldffe's TIaii ui icci Aiii- 
bitiou. 

One of the minnr results uf 'ho recent 
overthrow (if tlie lihcral i;>iverniniiut in 
lin^jlaiui will be 'ho dis:i|.'[) .iiitiui'iit of 
Lurd Coleridnt:, wlui haa bijeii lay -iig wirea 
for his promotion from the chief justice 
ship to the lurd uhnncelbirahip. Lord 
Selboroe, who occniiied llio latter posi- 
tion under the Glad.->tijnQ lulinini.striition, 
and who has the rujiul iilinii df buini^ nne 
of the most profouiHl iMiLjIish lawyer-s liv- 
ing, some time ago expre.-isud liia dusiru 
for retirement, whereupon Colerid(:^u'8 
ambition came to the front. But the lat- 
ter gentleman, notwithstanding his pleas - 
ant manners and the- ueniiil htmliDiiiinii: 
which made hiai S'l welcniiiu during his 
recent visit to tlin United .State.'i, lias fal 
Ion into disfavor in Emjlish society. In 
addition to the scandals connected with 
his daughter's marriage to Mr. Adams 
and his lordship's consequent nppear.ince 
in court as a defendant in a libol suit, 
other unpleaaaiit mattur.f have been con- 
nected with his name. One iv;m lus more 
than fatherly intorcMt in Mi.is Kllcn Terry 
and her children, an inlercst which was 
resented by th.-tt lady's last husband, iMr. 
Kelly. The English, besides requiring uf 
their principal law officers some know- 
ledge of law, also seem to regard a cer- 
tain observance of tile jiroprietics of life 
necesEary, and a [rowerful oleraeiit had 
already set their faces atjain.st the desired 
promotion. It is posaiblo that this might 
have been sullicient of itaelf to thwart 
the noble chief juatico'a ambition, but the 
ousting of hia party fram place aottloa 
whatever chance ho h.id for the wool- 
sack, and It would not bo surprising if 
aufiicioiit pressure were brought to bear 
to compel him to vacate hia proeunt poai- 
tion, especially as Justice Stephen, the 
great jurist who has done so much to 
codify and simplify the law, is boine 
urged for the chief position on the 
btnoh. 



POIJIirDllIAKER'S UOIIIE. 

How be Ciot His Name— Trencli- 
crou» Treiitiueiil of Biif- . 
fnlocs. 

(I'ort Artluir Scntliiel.) 

The Bear Uills pass gradually into the 
Eagle Eills, and consist of a long chain 
of broken and well-wooded elemtiona ex- 
tending in a crescent shape within a radi- 
us of ten to thirty nillea of IJattlefurd. 
Befuni reacliing those hills Eatjle Creek is 
crossed, dowing through a valley covered 
with tall, rich ({rass, and beyond the hills 
rise ill tumultuous masses without any 
order. It ia the home of the dissatiahed 
and wily Ohief Poundmaker, who, with 
other troublesome Indians, occupies the 
molt eligible sites for cultivation or graz- 
ing. 

The biaoii, or wood buffilo, formerly so 
uunioruua in this section, iio\v seldom 
crosses the boundary, aud the result uf 
this ia starvation of the Indians, who can- 
not, or will not, work. While on the 
pliuiis with the lialf-broeds, aiiya u dia- 
tinijuiiihod traveller, many a apot has 
boon puinted out where they had a splen- 
did "run," and as they related incidents 
of contlict their eyes would glow and their 
wbule denieanur change, so that they ap 
pearod difieroot from what they were a 
few momenta before. All this is fair 
ligluini{ compared with the treacherous 
"puunus" deHijsaed by tho t;reat chief of 
this district, VIZ.: Puundinakor, luid from 
which lie got his characteristic name. 

Tho entrance to this eiiclnsure is by an 
inclined plane made of rough lugs, lead- 
ing ti> a i^ap through whioh the buffaloes 
aiiddeiily jump about six feet into a ritio, 
and frnni which there is no retreat. In 
tliuir entrance ci)rivtiri;e little liea[)3 uf 
brush and bull'ilo duny fur miles into tho 
praine which surround the clump of wood 
in which the pound is concealed, and these 
lines sorvetodecoythe buti'alo totlioir doom 
when they have been driven into tho 
nei<.{hborhuod, VN'hen <\i\a piece of strnl 
e^y is ellected, tho animals run round and 
r'Hiiid violently, and, tho Lodiana allirin, 
always with the sun. The ."ioone now be- 
comes a busy and saii|{uiiiary one, the 
Work of butchering goint; uu until the last 
bud'alu is killed. iSuch are the Lactica iii- 
duljied ill by the braves under Chief 
Puundmaker uf the Battlefurd district.
